be the duty of such county judge to summon
witnesses as to the facts set forth in such affidavit;
and also such parents or parent, guardian or
custodian ot such child; and if the proofs be suffi-
cient to establish the facts set forth in such affida-
vit, and to warrant public interference with the
custody of such child, it shall be the duty of such
judge to cause such child to be removed from the
custody of such parents or parent, guardian or
custodian and provide with a home, or such place
for safe keeping and provision of such child as
may be available and in his best judgment mniost
suitable.

SectioN 2. It shall be unlawful for such parents parents or
or parent, guardian or custodian to interfere with Fujrdians not
or remove such child from the place so provided with children.

Any person who shall seek to entice
any child away from the place provided for it

CHAPTER 354.

AN ACT to authorize the circuit courts of this
state to appoint assistant prosecuting couusel in
certain cases.

assistant pros: ective circuits are hereby authorized, in their dis-

ecutiogcouneel oretion, to appoint counsel to assist the district at-
torney in the prosecution of persons charged with
crime in all cases when the crime charged is pun-
ishable by imprisonment in thestate prison. Such
additional counsel shall be paid in the same man-
ner as is now provided by law for the payment of
counsel for indigent criminals.
